STOCKTON'S OFFERING ACCEPTED 


Surveyors Will Take the Field at 


Once—Other Itoutes to Be 


Looked Into. 


SAN FHAXCISCO, April 1.—Tne beard 


of directors of the Sau Jouquiu Valley 
Railroad. Compiicy met here today to 
receive the report of tlio sub-coin mi ttee 
which visited 
Stockton last Friday. 


After a diecuesion lasting over an hour 
it was unaniinouBiy decided to accept 
the offer made by the business men of 
Stockton and to go right ahead with the 


, inork of building the road up the valley 


from that point. After the meeting Vice 
Preaident \Ylrittior said: 


"In a few days now wo shall have our 


surveying party in the liold, and I think 
it iv very good idea that wa have decided 
to begin to build from Stockton." 


KAN FitANVisfo, April 1.—Stockton's 


offering to the Valley roiul has been ac- 
cepted, that action having been taken at 
a full meeting of the board of directors 
today, anil the favorable intelligence was 
conveyed to the peoplu of thut city in 
the following telegram: 


"SAX 
FRANTIKCO, April 1.—V. A. lluell,' 


president of the Stockton Commercial 
HBHOciation: The board of directors of 
the Sau Friinciiico and San Joaquin Val- 
ley Railroad Company, in board assem- 
bled, ratify and approve the committee's 
action accepting Stock:ton's offer, it being 
understood that the right of way outside 
of the city limit be 100 feet wide." 


The principal topic of disuuuiuon in 


the mooting, aside from the proposition 
made by Stockton, was tho matter of 
surveys, and a decision was reached that 
a corps should take tho field at once. 
Stockton, of course, being the initial 
point at which work will bugiu. 


There appears to be an impression 


abroad that the action of the directors 
in determining to begin work at Stock- 
ton will have the effect of shutting out 
San Jose and tho Santa Clara valley. 
Such, however, is an erroneous idea, as 
was ascertained by the answer Presi- 
dent Spreckela rmula today to a ques- 
tion on the subject. 


"Will your decision to run the road to 


Stockton have the effect of preventing 
the construction of a line through the 
Bantu Olara valley?" was asked. 


"Not in the least," said he. "We 


are going to build the line to Stockton, 
Hnd now wo will look into the advan- 
tages of other places whore more road 
may bo built." 


Tlioro ia no doubt but that the board 


is making overy effort to solve tho prob- 
lem of how a roiul can he cheaply run 
from China Basin out of the city in the 
direction of San Jose. There nro BO mo 
puzzling features in a route of that char- 
acter, hut it is buiiuvcd by tho board 
that they can all bo successfully over 
coino. 


STOCKTON, April 1.—A meeting of citi- 


zens was held hero tonight for the pur- 
pose of taking action toward raising the 
money necewsary to buy tlio property 
that is to be given to the San Francisco 
and San Joaquin Valley railroad. 
A 


committee appointed to inquire into 
what the property and rights of way to 
the county line would coat reported that 
$50,000 would bo required. It was re- 
solved to appoint soliciting committees 
and commence the work of securing tho 
money at once. Tho attendance at tho 
meeting was large, and there was great 
enthusiasm. Several thousand dollars 
were subscribed bv those present. Meet- 
ings will bo hold' frequently, until the 
money is all in hand.

SALT LAKB, April 1.—The constitu- 


tional convention indulged in another 
exciting debate today on the .woman 
suffrage queation. Ono member declared 
that tho woman suffrage clank was put 
in the Republican platform at tho last 
election to catch votes and the Demo- 
cratic convention sought to outbid them. 
In the discussion that followed,aa to who 
wrote tbe Republican platform and why 
the plank was inserted, Roberts, Demo- 
crat, said tho suffrage plank was put in 
to catch Mormon votes, the moat of 
whom it waa believed favored the meas- 
ure. President Smith believed the time 
bad come for woman suffrage and said 
iio would vote accordingly. A motion 
'& close the debate at IJ.80 was lost. Tho 
:onvention adjourned with n substitute 
for separate submission of the suffrage 
section. Debate on the substitute closes 
tomorrow and a vote is expected in tlie 
afternoon. 
An advance canvass prac- 


tically assures the defeat of tho substi- 
tute and tho adoption of woman suffrage 
as part of the constitution by a large 
majority.

Mrs. Will- 
iams showed no evidence of insanity, 
and told the story of the horrible crime 
in a calm voice. She said she had made 
up her mind last week to kill herself and 
her children and came to (V»lmn).niB for 
that purpose. 


Sho first cut tho boy's wrist, expecting 


him to bleed to death. He awakened, 
however, und then sho cut liia throat. 
The body of Maud was not touched by 
the razor. Mrs. Williams said she then 
asked Anna to let her cut her wriat, but 
tlie child begged so piteously she lost 
courage and left the hotel, intending to 
drown herself. She said it then oc- 
curred to her that Anna might he ac- 
cused of the crime and she changed hot 
mind and went to the house of a friend, 
Mrs. John 0. Lester, in another partoi 
tho town, where dim waa found this 
evening. 


Anna waa a witness to the murder of 


her little brother. She says when her 
mother went away from the hotel the 
latter cautioned her not to leave the room 
for a minute or two. Anna waited, and 
went to her father's ollice in this city 
and delivered to him a note, which her 
nother had civcn her for 
father. 


She also told her father according to her 
mother's request that the two children 
were dead, and he hastily returned with 
her to the hotel.

H. Hamilton, took him prisoner on 
lie North Fork of tho San Joaquin river 
aturday night and landed him in jail 
tMadera Sunday, and thereby earned 
tio reward of $50 offered by Editor 
Dcater of the Madera Tribune. The 
lauiiltons are tho persons to whom 
tauter offered the reward. Lawson had 
iroatoncd to kill Mrs. Gcddes, who 
ves on North Fork, and was in that 
iciuity when captured. Tho story is 
iius told by Ernest Hamilton, one of 
..awson's captors: 
"About 7 o'clock Saturday evening 
Irs. Geddos' little boy camo running 
iito the house and said that Mrs. Nod- 
in, a neighbor living about a mile and 
half from our placo, had sent word 
lint LawBon was there. \Vo i mined i- 
itiily set out for Mra. Noddin's, taking 
lie precaution to go well armed, for \ve 
xpected to have a desperatu encounter 
viih Lawson should ho be there and 
rmed, us wo had heard repeatedly that 
iu was. 
"We wero talking when we cnmo near 
Ira. Hoddin's place, ami evidently wero 
verheard by that lady, for aa we drew 
iear the house Mrs. N odd in opened a 
ide window, and in a low tone told us 
lint Laweon was inside oating suppor. 
'hero wero three of us — my brother Jim 
Hamilton, K I1'. Till ley and myself— 
ud when Mrs. Noddin told us that 
.uwBon was inside we sopimited, each 
tattooing himself in such a manner as 
o command a view of tho entire house. 
"The outlaw evidently heard Mrs. 


Noddin tell us that ho was there, for we 
lad hardly taken our positions when he 
olted out of the front door. My brother 
im leveled his revolver at him and 
oinmanded him to stop, but Lawson 
•mid no attention. He was trying to 
each some brush near the house. 


"Seeing his intention I ran around

Finally lie guve 
ip and offered no further rosiuumco. Ho 
'nid no weapon. 


"Wo then started for our own homo, 
rriving there about 1) o'clock Saturday 
night. Lawtaon did not go to hud at all 
ttst night, but sat up all night talking 
0 us. About 12.:M) o'clock wo went into 
lie kitchen to get something to tmt, tnk- 
nir Lawson with us. We had forgotten 
1 shotgun that was leaning up in the 
;ornor und Lawson made a jump to get 
,t, but wo were too quick for him. 
"Early Sunday morning we started for 


tlndera and on tlio road met Sam Daul- 
on, the man who Latvson claims is tho 
lespoiler of his homo, and whom Law- 
cm has made repeated throats to kill if 
10 ovur got tho opportunity.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The secretary 


of state,is very much concerned these 
days by the Venezuelan problem. 
The 


British ultimatum delivered to Nicara- 
gua ia not a source of political apprehen- 
sion, for it is not now believed that the 
British will not take action in the way of 
acquiring territory in that direction, oi 
to jeopardize tho property of Americano 
in Nicaragua by a bombardment in 
their efforts to collect the indemnity de- 
manded from Nicaragua. These are tho 
two moves that might cause the United 
States to interfere. But in tbe case of 
tlio Venezuelan border dispute there is 
much grave cause for apprehension. It 
appears that our ambassador, Mr. llay- 
ard, has not succeeded in inducing tho 
British government to give heed to tho 
request submitted by him at the direc- 
tion of congress, that tho boundary die- 
into be submitted to arbitration. 


The British iiro profuse in their dcclu- 


•ation of a willingness to arbitrate the 
,itl(s of thu land west of the Schoonburg 
ine, but in the view of the state depart* 
nont this ia n pure evasion of tho real 
ssue, for there nuvur has been any rea- 
lonablo assertion of a British right to 
;hia territory, ami it is the land lying 
east of this line that forms thu substance 
of thu contention. Tho situation is be- 
ieved to be alarming, aa tinned bodies 
of British and Venezuelans are holding 
jacli other closely in the disputed torri- 
,ory, and there may bo a hostile clash at 
my moment. 


Tho administration has been consider- 


ng tho courso to bo pursued in such a 
case, and it is entirely probable that, if 
,he British persist in bringing about 
such a collision, their failure to hear the 
repeated warnings and rcqueata of the 
United States to submit tho mutter to 
arbitration, then the United States will 
'eel obliged to follow the moral aid it has 
;iven to Venezuela in this matter by 
noro substantial assistance.

salaries, employment of deputies, etc., 
are concerned, and relieving the legisla- 
ture of those functions. H seems likely 
tiat it will have to come lo this. The 
legislative method has proven to he very 
unsatisfactory, if not an absolute failure. 
Local regulation could hardly be worm, 
and the probabilities are that it would 
be better. 
, 
The legislature, as a matter of course, 


would have to provide such general reg- 
ulations for the counties aa would pro- 
vide against conflict with the functions 
of the state.and it might bn a wise provis- 
ion to set up a limit beyond which a 
county could not RO in the creation of 
public expense. In most counties there 
woold be no neceasity for this limita- 
tion, but experience has demonstrated 
that in some localises, where cities ore 


. 
the dominant power in county govern- 
ment, it is not safe to put implicit conti- 
•dence in capocity for honest local gov- 
ernment. 


A change trom the present system to 


a system of locol management would re- 
lievo the legislature of the perplexing 
and tirno-consnmiiig questions relative 
to county government that are brought 
baforo it each session, and would give it 


'•• that ranch more time in which to deal 


with measures that more properly be- 
long to state government. Wo believe 
this will be one of the live issues before 
the next legislature, and it would be 
well for the voters and taxpayers to give 
the subject some thought in the mean- 
tiroe.

Tlie capacity is 100 pounds 
an hour, and the maximum cost of the 
work is not above (liroe-tifLhs of a cent 
per pound. Tho raisins keep perfectly 
after the sceda are removed from thorn. 
Kxpcrience has shown that tho market 
price is much higlipr for seeded raisins 


ilv at 12 cenls per pound, 


"RaiiUiuk'iilors have loni! been aware 


that the demand for raisins from which 
the aeeda bad bei-n removed has never 
been supplied. 1't'oplo prefer them ; bul, 
tlieru being liti.lt- or no aupplv, they lake 
Llio other.
